The Fisheries. 

‘The supplement tothe report of tho 
Minister of Marine and Fisherics for 1880 
has just been issued. It shows that the 
totsl expenditure in the Dominion for 
salaries and fish breeding for the yoar 
smvunted to $86,162 and the collections 
to $19,423, The number of fish licenses 
gtanted was 4,334. The number of tishory 
offices in the outside service was 664. The 
total expenditure for bah culture was §29- 
106, and the number of young fish dis- 
tributed is stated to have been 21,520,600, 

_ In the Province of Ontario, the salaries 
paid and expenses of fish breeding was 
917,304, and in Quebec Province $9,173. 
The collections in Ontario forrents, license 
foes, fines'and confiscations amounted to 
$6,465, and in Quebec $7,124. In tho 
Montreal Division the number of fishing 
boats used was 1,152, valued at $6,650. 
The number of gill nets used was 1,032 and 
of soines 348. The quantities of fish 
caught during Inst season were as follows: 
137,062 eels, 195 bbls. aturgoon, 230,400 
Ibs, trout, 3,100 dozen whitefish, 10,000 
tummycod, 3,600 maskinonge, 4,050 
barrels bass, 973 barrels pickeral, 975 bbls. 
pike, 15,305 bbls, mixed tish, 

‘The comparative statement of the yield 
of the fisheries in the Bay of Quinte and 
Prinoe Edward Divisions shows that tho 
Produce of the sane decrensed from 8,331 

_ barrels, valued at $54,153 in 1879, to 7,048 

« bartels, valued at $47,112 in 1880. This 
decrease is attributed to the fact that large 

“quantitios of shad died and drifted to the 
ahore and on the grounds frequented by 
whitefish and salmon trout, preventing 
them from resorting to their usual feeding 
Grounds.

It would be out of place for mo to dictate to 
Major-Genoral Luard, but bo must know that 
the Queen's segulations don't allow him to 
roprimand apy commanding oflicer before his 
Regiment or Battalion whichevor it may be.

If things are allowed to go on in that way, I 
am afraid our Volunteer force of Canada will

I know wo have officers in our Dominion who 
are quite capable of filling the position of In- 
speotor Gienoral ; and, as we have often heard, 
it is hard to mako a regular soldier out of a 
yolunteer, I believe in discipline, as only for 
that what would the British army be tu day?

Belleville is included in West Hastings, 
so that the return of the population of our 
city is not given separately. We bolieve, 
however, that wo are correct in stating 
that the returns will show that the popu- 
lation of Belleyillo is 9,516—an increase of 
2,211 since 1871, when the population was 
given as 7,305, This is a very hoalthy rate 
of progress, the percentage of increase be- 
ing nearly 33, or about double that of the 
Province as a whole, whilst the gross in- 
crease is 626 groater than that of Kingaton 
during the decade. 

Tho County of Hastings is tho only 
County in the district that bas made a large 
inoreaso, the number added to the popula- 
tion during the ten yoars being 6,839, 
The returns from the other counties are 
not so satisfactory, but the emigration has 
been almost entirely to the Northwest, 80 
that Canada has not been the losor, the 
population having simply removed from 
ony portion of the Dominion to another— 
just as large numbers of persons from the 
Eastern States haye removed to the West- 

ern States, 

An examination of the returns for this 
Province shows that the principal increases 
iu the rural portions have beenin the 
western section, Muskoka and Lambton 
showing the largest augmentation, The 
cities and towns, so far asthe returns re- 
veal, show the largest’ increase, thus 
demonstrating the revival of manufacturing 
industries under the fostering influence of 
tho N. P, The returns from the principal 
cities are as under :

Another experience in Portland was in the 
State agency. Istepped in and asked for 
half a pint of the bewt whiskey. “ You can 
have it for medicinal purposds,” was the reply, 
I made ‘no respohse. Tho bottle was phe 
and handed to me, aid I paid forty cents’ a d 
lett, I shall bring that half pint hom, un- 
loss Tam taken w.th colics, or can conscionti- 
ously apply it medicinally in some way. Re- 
mind me vf it, acd I'll produce it, or a 
doctor's certificate, 

In a country district L bad «a conversation 
with an intelligent farmer, who iain’ favor of 
® prohibitory law, bat is of tho opinion) 
that it is not possible to onfurce it so 
as t) ontirely suppress tho troflic; he 
told me that there is a good doal of drunken- 
noss ia country places, liquor being obtained 
by the gallon in the larger towna and being 
brought there, Ho wasof the opinion that a 
good license law would be preferable toa law 
that is prohibitory to a large extent, only in 
name, T inquired why the law was not onfor- 
cod,and he replied, /’olitics, ‘Lhe pressure of 
peice is felt ia all public questions in the 

tates, In Canada wo think we experience on 
intensity in politics that cannot be surpasced, 
and so we do duriog election campaigns, com- 
ing at long intervals, But we have the wintor 
98 well as the summer temperature, while hero 
the political thermomotor ia kept continually in 
the ninetios, To aay nothing of the elections 
for all minor offices, that are with us conferr- 
ed by the executive of the Government, or 
by mauniclpa! authority, there is ihe yearly 
recurring election in September of Stato 
Governor, and over it as stout a fight is 
made by the political parties as is made over 
any other matter, Immediately before Sop- 
tember, this gentleman informed ine, the law 
is openly violated,as the Republican party, the 
One in power, desuing torseoure, or at least 
uot lose, votes quietly winks at tho selling of 
liquor. After September, the cflicera beiag 
secure in thvir positions for a year, and tho 
party to whioh thoy bslong desiring to make 
& show of respect for the Jaw, active warfare 
gaint the liquor sellor is again entered upon, 

Another proof of the comparative ense of 
obtaining liqaor is ths number of drunken 
men to be soon On Oo: casions bringiig crowde 
togeth»r. ‘Ihave sven quite a& many men 
under the influence of liquor heré as wold 
a als at an excursion Where liquor is openly 
sold. 

Judging from what I have aven and heard 
of the prohibitory law I connot pronouves it 
aucotss OF even a Comparative success. It is 
w fact that thore iw not ‘so'mach liquor cou- 
scmod iu Maine as theré would be under a 
license system, but that iva doubtfal advan 
tage when it is consi sored that the quality of 
that sold ia 86 bad. The question is not pro- 
bibition stall, Prohibition i not tenable H 
it is simply which i# the le:scr evi}, a Jirger 
quantity of good liquor imbibed by a Lsrge 
vumber without breakioy the law, ora sioaller 
quantity of bad liquor consumed by 4 limited 
number with the knowledgo of breakivg tho 
Jaw? I don’t hesitate to pronounce ib favor 
of the’ former, There will bo driokards aa 
thero will bs gluttous to tho end of time, or 
till such time as other rina ceaso to bé com- 
mitted, Drunkenness is condemned in the 
Hible but not drinking ; gluttony is also odn- 
demned but not eating, ‘fho legislature will 
beat follow tho Bible injunction that will con- 
fino legislation to the preyoution and punish- 
ment of drunkenness, and our license law 
might be mado to work more effectually to 
this ond

City Estimates. 

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 
S1n,-—I resolved when I entered tho City 
Council todo what I considered tobe for 
the bontintorost of the city, irrespective of 


Party or poraonal feeling ; and I further ro- 
solved to discuss openly at the Council Board 


all questions upon their merits and to avoid 


entering into a He mpunve controversy, Up 
to tho prosont I have kept these resoiutions, 
but owing to what occurred at the Board ou 
Monday night, I doom it advisable to waive 
tho rosolution regarding the nowspaper dis- 
cussion and ask the iosortion of this com- 
munication, in order that tho publio may 
understand my position, and how the matter 
stands ow regents tho estimates, * 

The ostimatos, as submitted by the Chair. 
man of Finance to the Finance Committeo, 
wero sont to the Council by them without 
any consideration, As you aro aware, the 
Chairman had placed in tho estimates tho 
sum of ''$20,000 a# a suspensd account,” and 
askod the Council to fix the rato on the $ at 
15 mills, After a lengthy discussion at the 
regular meeting on July 20th, I moved a ro- 
solution to refer the ostimates back to the 
Kinance Committoo for the purpose of having 
thom appropriate or place the $20,000, and to 
report, which motion was carried, 

_ At tho adjourned meeting on Monday even- 
ing Ald Jellott said that tho Finance Com. 
mittee had mot and discussed the matter, 
but had Again, roferred it back to the Vouneil 
to make the appropriation. When tho Com. 
mittes on Ways aad Means presented their 
report for adoption, Ald. Jollet’ moved that 
it be not now adopted, bat referred back to 
the Committe of the Wholeon Waysand Means 
in order toamend the Finance Committee's 
report by adopting the rate of 15 mills on the 
dollar, and that the $20,000 be dealt with 
hereafter by the Council, ‘Chis motion was 
carricd, Whon the Committee resumed Ald, 
Tollett moved the revolution. I then stated 
stated it would bo illogal to adopt tha rate of 
15 mills on the dollar before the $20,000 was 
disposod of, as required by law, and that it 
Was the duty of the Chairman of Financ) to 
assume the responsibility of showing that 
that sum was required for city purposes, and 
to placo it as required, and not leave it oa a

after. 
Ald. Jellott would not recommend any dis+ 
sition, and the only thing lett for Ald, 
naet and mysolf to do was to present 
amended estimates for adoption, 

Ald Jellett had made an orror of $5,682 in 
omitting that amount altogether from tho 
statement of exponditures for this year, as he 
had only placed $600 as payment into sinkio; 
fond ns on lst Jan’y thie yoar for 1879 an 
80, whereas ho had paid into the sinking 
fand $6,282 this present year, which ought to 
have appeared in tho statement instead of 


In the amended estimates we proposed to 
correct this error by taking it out of tho pro- 
ed “Suspense Account.” We aleo pro» 
posed to placo tothe credit of the Harbor 
account $5,500 in order to moot the require- 
monts for this year in dredging, &c., and to 
roplace a portion of the money used up from 
that sourco (illogally I submit) for general 
expenses, We aleo proposed to redace the 
Mayor'a ry to $200 and thon aad to tho 
Contingent Account some $98, 

‘Thon in order to raise the required amoynt 
under the amended catimates we asked the 
rate for municipal purposes to be fixed at 84 
mills on the $ instead of 11 mills which,added 
to 4 mills for schools, would make the levy 124 
instoad of 15 mills, as proposed by the Chair, 
man of Finance, This amendment forced 
Ald. Jollott to present a proposed disposition 
ot the $20,000 as reported, 

Before an 0} PRerenully was afforded to tho 
Aldermen to discuss either of the amendments 
to the Ketimates, Ald. St. Charles moved that 
the previous motion be put, and under protest 
it was put and carried by two votes, including 
tho Mayor's. The Chairman of the Commit: 
tee, Ald, Frost, then held that the only mo- 
tion in ordor was Ald, Jellett’s original mo- 
tion, and from this 1 dissented and strongly 
urged that he was wrong. I was on my foet 
Remeatoricat to show his error when he order- 
od mo to take my sont, I not obeying, the 
Mayor oame to hia assistance and held that 
the Chairman was right and that I was out of 
order, I insisted that I understood my duty 
as an Alderman and asked the Mayor to state 
the rule or authority on which ho doclded 
that I was out of order. Hoe positively re- 
fused to do so, and when ho threatened that 
unless I would take my soat and keep it he 
would havo me removed By a policoman, I 
submitted to his unheard of, unauthorized 
and illegal conduct rather than baye him 
placed ina more ridioulous light by farther 
oxcooding hia authority. 

Rule 39 of the Council is as follows :—‘'Tho 
rules of the Council shall be observed in Com- 
mittes of the Whole, so far as may be applic- 
able, except that no motion shall require to bo 
woconded nor sball a motion for the previous 
question or for an adjournmont he allowed and 
neither shall the yeas and paya be taken, nor 
uball the number of times be limited for speqh- 
ing.” 

Wo woro in Committee of the Wholoat the 
time the motion of Ald. St. Charles was moy- 
od and forced on us, 

Rule 11 is as follows :—" Whon tho Mayor 
or othor presiding officer is called on to docide 
a point of order or practice he shall state the 
rule or authority applicable to the caso with- 
out argumont or comment.” 

Tasked the Mayor to stato tho rule and 
authority applicable to his holding that I was 
out of order, and ho absolutely refused to do 
wo. Clearly, both the Chairman of tho Com- 
mittes, Ald. Frost, and Mayor Pattorson, 
wore entirely wrong in their ruling, and what 
was done by thom waa oithor through igno- 
rance or intentionally. Lleave the public to 

udgo, by 
d Kugwiel that if I, with tho othor Aldormon 
who rotired had roinainod, the 15 milly on tho 
§ and the $20,000 Suspense account would bo 
‘orced through the Committoo and Council, 
‘as tho samo voto had carried Ald, St, Charles’ 
motion, [ doomed it my duty to the City to 
withdraw, #o that wo could havo an opportu: 
nity of taking the Extimatos up at the rogular 
mooting of the Counoil. 

If Ald, Jollott and tho Mayor had succoodod 
in keoping a quorum of the Counoil together, 
tho taxpayers would havo had to pay 16 milla 
on tho $, instead of 124 a8 wo proposed, and 
worse than that, this mysterious'*$20,000 Sua- 

nse account’ would havo romained, like 
shomot’s collin, hanging botweon hoavon 
and oarth, ‘to bo horoafter disposod of.”

The Customs Oath. 


Tho oath or affirmation requirod by the 
Customs Dopartmont in the case of persons 
making ontries of morchandise or goods for 
daty has Intoly boon productive of somo 
complaint on the part of importers, Tho 
subject was recently considered by the 
Board of Trade of Montreal, which body 
addressed the following communication to 
tho Minister of Customs : 

Orrick Boarp or TRADE, } 
Montreal, July 29, 1881. 
Zo Hon, Mackenzie Bowell, Minister of Customs, 
Otawa ; 

Sin,—I am instructed to inform you that ro- 
presentations have been and are still beiog made 
to the Council of this Board relative to the Oath 
or Affirmation reqaired by your department in 
the case of partios entering goods or merchandise 
for duty. It is alloged by importers, and appa- 
rently with much truth and force, that the re- 
quirements of the oath now cribed are ob- 
structive, impracticable and needless, Objec- 
CE ; a vhs at md Cun) pe my, 
personal knowledge” in the Oath or ‘mation 
of an owner, &¢.: alsoand more especially to 
tho words ‘I havo means of knowing and do 
know that the invoice now presented by mo,” 
and the words “be used for such specific purpose 
only” in the Oath or Affirmation of an agent or 
attorney of the owner, consignee, or importer. 

It is alleged that very few, perhaps none, of 
the owners or importers here could make an oath 


an peer Tn the nature of the im; busi- 
ness, at always impossible for owners 
‘or im) to attend at toms in person ; 


that duty is necessarily entrusted to brokers or 
clerks. Ithas been stated that ‘‘no broker could 
swear to what is required in the Oath and be an 
upright man.” 

The Council of this Board is not, of course, 
ware of any special circumstances that may 
have seemed to require greater stringency im the 
ferme of oaths or affirmations respecting foreign 
goods or merchandise entered forduty. The ne- 

_ eeasity which deyolvea upon the Department for 
taking all proper measures for preventing frauds 
da duly recognized, but the Council, nevertheless, 
Ventures the sugvestion, based upon information 
derived from importers in this city, that to per- 
sist in requiring such an oath ns is imperative at 
present will be eminently obstructive to business 
not ey if there should be any 
who would take the oath in a perfanctory way, 
‘upon its precise terms. It appears clear to the 
Council that it:most be pre-supposed that the 
business of the Dominion is done in a legitimate 
and honorable manner, and that the clause ‘* to 
tho bost of my knowledge and belief” should be 
sufficient in all ordinary circumstancea, In ex- 
ceptional and extraordiuary cases, parties must 
bo dealt with exceptionally, but the business of 
the country ought not to be hampered and ob- 
structed in such a way as will be inevitable un- 
der the Oath referred to, 

Tn conclusion, I am desired most caprouly 
to solicit an early re-consideration of the terms 
of the Oath or Affirmation herein referred to, 
‘with a view to relieving the import trade of the 

tminion from what seems clearly to be ite ex- 

ly onerous and exacting features.

Loaving my better half to onjoy the hind 
hospitality of Mra. Boulter, I wont with Mr, 
B to viow tho farui, Tho houvso and offices 
atand on the southa'deof the road, which 
horo rans along the shore Of tho mareh. From 
thin the land sisea with n gentle slope for 
about3c0 yards, aud leaving a fow acres of 
To¥ol land to. tho eastward, sloprs down to 
wards tho south and weat to a flat valloy-bot- 
tom, on the further aide of which is a pieco of 
woodland, boyond which rises a gont.e omi- 
nonoo crowned by the villigé of Domorest- 
ville, 

Tho soil on tho dorthern slope, and the level 
at tho top ix a fino free loam, and in tbe Yal- 
ley to the south, arich black mould of un- 
koown depth; here was lying in swath a 
heavy crop of hay, while on the higher ground 
tho “reaper”? was just commencing operations 
ohm magnificent crop of barloy. Un tho slop- 
ing ground above the house are over 400 haple 
troos of somo four years’ growth, comprisiog 
tho most approyed sorta of early, medium and 
Jato riponing apples. The space between them 
is this seasoo planted with corn, and its luxu- 
riant growth, along with tho thrifty appoar- 
‘ance of the troos, testitios both to the excol- 
lence of the soil and the care bestowed on its 
cultivation, At the top an ample strawberry 
bod stretchos anross the whole breadth of the 
enclosure, andalong the fouco is planted a 
double row of raspberry canos, yellow, rod, 
and black, which afforded delicious picking to 
o thirsty visitor on a hot Joly forenoon. 

Bosides thoso above mentioned there are 
over 800 other apple trees on the farm, and 
as ho intends to go largely into fruit growing 
for export, Mr, Boulter planted last fall 450 
pear troes of the most eligible sorts on the ptri 
of land which intervenes, between tho roa 
and the marsh. 

To the east of the orchard a spacious pas- 
turo field stretches to the boundary of tho 
farm, baving on ita western side two large 
barns. © In the shade of the upper one a flock 
of some twenty sheep and lambs were eeok- 
ing sheltor from the scorching raya of tho 
July sun, and in the open cows and young 
cattle were grazing. The excellence of Mr, 
Boulter’s ateck is too woll known to noed 
any doscription from me, even did space per- 
mit; ho has, however, only five cowa in mill 
at present, having ceased for somo timo to 
sond milk to the choeso factory. 

Tho garden extends from the house to the 
wostern farm-boandary, and is furnished with 
abundant fruits and vegotablos of fino qual: 
ity. I montion itin particular as it is sur- 
rounded by an expérimental hedge of the 
common locust tree (Robinia pseudacacia), 
which pesca eee if properly layered and 
trimmed, to form a very efficient, ag it will 
certainly be a highly ornamental, fence. 

Noxt day, Wednesday, 20th July, I spent 
an hour very pleasantly on the causeway, 
which croasea tho marsh and forms the only 
land communication between the’ island and 
the main land, watching the manauvres of a 
large hawk, which was hunting for ita dinner 
ovor tho surface of the marsh (without auc. 
coss so far as I saw, though it quartered the 
ground quite scientifically), and enjoying the 
various lovely views, both eastward and weat 
ward, which presented thomsclyes from differ- 
ent points. Tho marsh itself possesses many 
pleasing. foaturos: the tondor greona and 

orutiful forma of the plants, the cat-tails, 
the reeds, tho arrow-heads, the yellow flowor- 
ing flags, tho white water-lilies with their 
broad, fiat leaves ; the herons, bitterns, terns, 
rod-winged blackbirds and other birds which 
frequent its recossoz, and the myriads of awal- 
lowa which skim over its surface, all afford 
subjoots of interoat and admiration to the 
Jover of nature. 

In tho afternoon wo drove across the marah 

and along tho island road about throa miles 
to the residence of Mr, Jamos N. Boulter, 
from whom and his amiable partnor wo mot a 
most kind rocoption, We found Mr, Boulter, 
like his brother, harvesting a fine crop of 
barley. 
His farm is #0 like that of his brother in 
extent “nd situation tha’ if I should undor- 
take to describe it, I should have to fopoat 
verbatim the most of what I have alroady 
written Tho chiof difforonces aro that Mr, 
James's {arm has a greater area of: level land 
between tho homestead and the marsh, and 
that the position js reversed, that which is 
north in tho ono being south in tho other, and 
vice versa. Thoro is the same gentle nye to a 
culminating ridge, and a similar el: po rear. 
ward to a rich level bottom, bounded by a 
pieco of wooodland, through a vista ia which 
is afloré od a viow of the water and northern 
shore of the Bay of Quinto, 

Mr, Jamos Boalter bas not gonw #0 ex'en- 
rivoly into the plautibg of fruiy trace as his 
brothor has) though he hak» thriving y« ung 
orchard on ho southern slopo of his farm, 
besides a number of treos in full bearing, and 
toveral clumps of cherry ani plum troos, from 
which ho recurod @ heavy crop of fruit list 
year. His spocialty in fruit growing appears 
to be the raising of m: los; both thuskmelons 
and watermelons, expecially the Iatter. Of 
those he hay « goasiderable broadth under 
cultivation, ant though tho “fly” had been 
bard upon tho plants in their earlier atages, 
atthe timo of my visit they wore beginning 
to sond out their runnora protty fre and 


the flowers wore coming out upon somo of 
them. 


The homestoad comprises agord brick house 
and commodious and comfortable barns and 
stables for the reception of the crops, and tho 
‘co mmodation and protection of live atock 
which consists entirely of the improved and 
Spproved brords of animals. Like his brother, 
Mr. James Boulter has coa od connéction with 
the cheeso factory, and keops only a sufficiont 
number of milch cows to supply the home 
dairy, which under Mra Boultor's wlalful 
mansgemont, yiolds a plontiful aupply of ox 
collent butter, the surplus of which finds its 
way to Bollevillo market. Hore we 
in the enjoyment of the most yenial 
until the sfternoon of Friday, tho 22nd ult 
when wo took loave of our kind host and 
hontess, not without a ‘pressing invitation to 
“come back when the melons aro ripe,” and 
wore driven down to the wharf, whore aftor 
aa hour spent in inhaling tho coo! breeze from 
off the water, wo shipped on board the Varuna 
and finished our excursion with a ploanant sail 
up the Bay, landing at Bollevillo at 5 o'clock 
pim., having spont four daya as ploasantly na 
wo could ponsibly havo anticipated,

A good mapy men do not care what kind 
of milk they deliver at the factory so long as 
tho factory manager oan doctor it up and get 
the product into a kind of a cheeso that will 
roll. Such men ovght to have their milk put 
in a vat apecislly kept for the purpose, and 
to tske the luss on the choeso made from it, 
But as this course would require more labor 
and trouble to the factory mansyor, the bot 
ter course is to reject all nnsound milk ay it

The Aamilton Spectator thus contrasts 
the administration of the Oustoma law 
undor the present head of the Department

kenzie’s “official stamp” :—‘'The law is 
that tho articlo aball bo valued at the usual 
solling price at the market of; purchase. 
That is not only the law but it is now tho 
rule of practice also, It was the law under 
the late Government as woll, but unfortu- 
nately it was not the rule of practice, not- 
withstanding much apparent effort on Mr, 
Barpee’s part to make it a0. Mr, Bowell 
has succeeded where Mr. Burpeo failed, 

‘and for tho first timo there is a close ap- 
proach to equitable valuation, The impor- 
tant point toimporters, as wo have bofore 
pointed out, is not so much what the valu- 
ation of their goods shall be, as that they 
shall all bo treated alike in that mattor. 
Notoriously, that was not the case uuder 
tho late Government. Scarcely any two 
ports valued tho same articles at the same 
price, and it was the constant practice of 
importers to enter certain articles at cortain 
ports where they know the valuation of 
them was lower. That difficulty has been 
removed, and the system of yaluation has 
been greatly improved by its removal.”

Very soon after his entrance into political 
life he announced it as an oasential Reform 
principle that thero should be no conaovc- 
tion, either friendly or hostile, between 
the Provincial und the Dominion Govern- 
ments ; but no sooner had ho aucceeded, by 
securing by some unknown moaps 
the adherenco of a momber of 
Sandfield Macdonald's Oabinet, in dis- 
placing that truly patriotic and econ- 
omioal statesman from his position in On- 
tario, than he applied all the influence of 
the Government, the Legislature and tho 
revenues of the Province to the end of 
ousting tho Ministry at Ottawa, And when 
by the aid of that immaculate citizen and 
legislator the honorable L, S. Huntington, 
asnisted by a staff of lottor-stealors, 
bribed telegraph operators, post office 
clerks, private secrotaries, confidential sor- 
vanta and Grit editors, he, unfortunately 
for the prosperity of the Dominion at large, 
attained his object, viz. the casting of o 
temporary cloud oyer the fair fame of 
Usnada’s greatest statesman, and his able 
and patriotic colleagues, and depriving 
them of the management of tho affairs 
which they were conducting so yastly to 
tho benelit of the country which they had 
created and consolidated—no sooncr had 
he attained this ond than he and his co- 
conspirators struck up the compact of 
“mutual aid and comfort” between the two 
Governments which he had previously do- 
olared ought to be totally independent of 
and unconnected with each other.

Again, before his accession to office, no 
one was more porsistent in vociferating the 
principle that coalitions between mon of 
opposite parties wore immoral, corrupt, 
and in overy way wicked and indefensiblo ; 
and yet no sooner did he and his partizans 
grasp tho roins of power,than they hastened 
to ally themselves with some of those whom 
up to that time thoy had moat bitterly de- 
nounced as worthy only of public exocra- 
tion—as ‘‘ateoped to the lips in corruption” 
and “smelling to hoaven.” 

He also enunciated the principle that 
the salaries of Ministers should be propor- 
tioned to the work they had to porform; 
but when ho rosignod the position of Min- 
ister of Justico to become President of tho 
Council, he still continued to draw 4 salary 
of $7,000, although according to his prin- 
ciple a single thousand would haye been 
ample remuneration for the duties of the 
latter office, 

His loyalty to his party was demonatrat- 
od by hia ‘disturbing speech” at Aurora, 
and by his attempt to establish a newspaper 
in Toronto to supplant and supersede the 
Globe ; but whon tho lash of tho late Man- 
aging Director was aternly applicd to his 
shoulders, ho meekly presented his nook 
to the yoke and submitted to run in harness 
with only an occasional jibe, until the 
lamentable death of the Hon, Senator re- 
Jeased him from all fear of punishment from 
that quarter. 

His loyalty to his leader insy be soon in 
his persistent and lately successful attempt 
to supplant Mr, Mackenzie, who certainly, 
whateyor moy have been his political mis- 
takes or misfortunes, possesses the qualitios 
of courage and persistency, in both which 
manly attributes Mr, Blake has shown him” 
self woefully deticiont.

ERIOUS ACCIDENT ON THE GRAND 
TRURK. 


A Passenger I rain Thrown off the 
Track by a Cow, 


THE ENGINEER KILLED. 
isxpress Messengers Injured. 
NO PASSENGERS SERIOUSLY AURT, 


Prascorr, Auguat 13. 

A serious accident cocurred to No, 4 Express 
for Toronto about four o'clook this morning, 
about a milo and a half above Prescott station, 
by collision with a cow, throwing the entiro 
train, oxcopting two jfirst-blisa cars and tho 
Pullman, into tho ditob, 

Engineer Howarth was instantly killed, 
The fireman escaped by jumping off the engino, 
Tho escape of tho parsengers was miraculova, 

Expross messengers King and Mackonzio 
Wore injured, though uot sorionsly. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 


Prescorr, Aug. 13,—The No, 4 express 
from Montreal to Toronto passed here at hor 
usual timo, (2:30,».0., having a largo train 
of coaches woll filled  Aftor leaving this 
atation aod when paassing the semaphore 
weet of tho station the cow catcher caught a 
cow which was ove of three or four on the 
traok end carried her along the track about 
30 feet to tho first crossing weat of the town, 
‘The cow was carried ovor the cattle guards on 
tho east side of the public roa!, bat fell parti- 
nlly into that on the west side of tho road, 
lifting the ongine off the track and throwing 
it over the slight embankment on the south 
side of tho railway. 

Tho engine lies a perfect wreck, with its 
gmoke stack and all its upper furnishings 
twinted off. 

The engineer, named Howarth, held heroi- 
cally on to his place and was found a mangled 
corpae partly under the engiao, with ono arm 
around the whistle and the escaping steam 
pouriog forth on hia side. The ground whore 
he lay is saturated with blood, His body now 
lies in the baggage room of tho station a7ait- 
ing the inquest, 

[ho tyvo xpress mossongers wore alzo among 
tho injured, but wore able to be sent to their 
friendy. Report says six passengers wero 
wounded, but ay they wore tranalipped to 
Snother train and sent westward, this canoot 
povitively be aacertained, 

Tho tremendous force of the concussfon can 
be partly understood by one standing at the 
scene and gecing the total wreck of oars and 
engine. The engine fell on the south side of 
tho track, where it remains, but the tender 
passod about thiity feet farther, and 
with its truck lies  shapsless manag. 
On the north sido close by the tendor, but 
farther into the field, lies the express car, 
also a total wreck, ‘The agent of the com- 
pany at this place promptly placed » man to 
guard the goods which were scattered by tho 


collision, A second olass car is piled on the 
tonder, while ita rear end is buriod in the 
ground to a cot erablo depth. The win. 


dowa of this car are broken, probably by the 
affriyhted passengers, who made their excapo 
tbroughthem, One of the soats and the win- 
dows aro covered with the blood of the 
wounded, 


From tho point whero the engine caught 
the cow to where it jumped tho track and now 
lies imbedded in the soil is about 300 foot, 
Tho track js being promptly repaired and will 
be ready for the woitward oxpress at 1:47 p, 
m. 


The property damaged is the engine and 
tonder, the mail aod baggage ud the oxproes 
cars, ons second class and threo first clans oars, 
Tho loss of life is small when we remomber 
that a hoavy train on a down grade was sud- 
denly stopped, and its living freight piled in- 
discriminatoly among the wrecked cars. 

Further inquiries rovenl that several phe- 
songors were koriously, though not dangerous- 
ly injured. The firoman, Wm. Taylor, and 
the baggage man, Robt. Scarlett, wore also 
injurod—tho latter, it is foared, fatally. The 
Passongers in tho #loeping cara wore not dis- 
turbed, and did not know of the accident till 
daylight this moroing, although the few first 
oars Woro smashed to pieces, The passcugers 
in tho forward cara received a great fright— 
one woman being #0 pavio stricken that she 
threw her children out of a window,

was sustained. All the largo-dooked boats 
fivhiog from Lorwick had arrived in aafoty, 
but ao day advanood, and roporta camo in 
feom the faland stations, it was apparent that 
a torrible calamity had overtaken a largo pro- 
portion of tho inhabitants of tho islands, At 
Dunrosaness five boats wore missing, but ar- 
rived late, to the inoxpremible joy of the 
wives and families of tho mon, 

It is in the north Isles of Shotland that tho 
most disastrous lows haw ocourred, It in now 
avoortained beyond doubt that ten boats havo 
boon lost in tho Jslos ; those are native bosts, 
locally known as\*‘sixorns,” that is, pulling 
hix oars, but also using big sail, and genorally 
having wcrow of six men each, Ono of the 
boats belonged to Unat, tho most northern of 
tho Shotland Islands, six belonging to tho 
id of Yoll, two to Foedalaud, and one to 

Mossbank, woro missing from Fotlar. Nowa 
from anothor district states that a boat be- 
longing to Hayera, a amall island close to 
Soalloway, has also boon wrecked, thus mak- 
ing, so far au in yot ascortainod, eleven boats 
and 83 lives lost, 

Wreokago has been drivon ashoro at fiat 
places in the island. Part of one of tho Yoll 
boats has beon driven ashoro at Unst, and also 
the body of tho eaptain. ‘This ia the only body 
yot recovered, and, owing to the rapidity of 
tho tides in Shotland, itia probable that moat 
of tho boats will never be recovered, 

Tho ravenuo cuttor Lagle proceeded to soa 
in search of th» boats, and on Friday picked 
up one about five miles south-east of the Skor- 
riea, {Chora was nota seul on board, all the 
crew having met a watory grave, On being 
taken to Lerwick this boat was identitiod as 
bolvoging to Unst 

One boat had a narrow oscape. It was one 
of tho largo full-docked boats, and the crew 
having sot their nets decided to atiok b 
thom. The boat rode out tho peereral Honus 
the craft was ofton covered by the hoayy 
soar, Whon the atorm abated the mon found 
au extraordionrily hoxvy take ‘of herrings in 
tho nets, and the boat was unable to take all 
on board, oven though tho ballast was thrown 
overboard, Aftor taking on board about 
noventy cravs of herrings, value at over £60, 
the crow handed over the remainder of their 
nets to an Irish boat belonging to Dablin, at 
present fishing ia Shotland, that came to ron- 
der assistance.

Keeping Butter for home use, 


A lady reader reader asks how she abhall 
manage to preserve nico June butter made 
from the tamily cow for use in the late fall 
and winter, As it is made in small churnings 
ahe docs not see how she can keep these 
amall lots in fine condition for so long a 
timo, 

Oar correspondent hus no doubt, the boat 
powsible moans at her hand of doing just 
what sho desires. She has some unused 
frait cans—quert and two-quart—and they 
offor her precisely the means she is looking 
for to preserve hor butter. When the butter 
is worked reedy for packing (and this should 
always be dono tho day after churning), let 
her make a small muslin sack, about half an 
inch smaller in diameter. and of the samo 
Gepth, as tho glass fruit can, and fill it 
with batter through the mouth of the can, 
using o small rammer to press in the 
butter till the sack is fall up to the 


) the neckof the can, About 34 Ibs, may bo 
et in the sack fora two quart can, When 


ho sack ia filled firmly witn butter, fold over 

the upper edges, and place across tho top of 
tho sack a strip of wood that has been od 
in brine. This is to keop the sack from ris- 
jing to tho top of the brine. Now pour in 
Atrongly anturatod brine, mado from butter 
alt, and fill the jar, overtho top of the sack, 
oomplotely full ; now acrow on tho coyer, nir- 
Aight, and it ia prepared for keoping six months, 
ora year, a8 completely as you may keop 
fruit put up in the samecan, These cans, 
filled with butter, should bo ectin a dark box 
in tho collar, This butter may be takon out 
through tho neck of the can with m tablo- 
bpoon, and it will be found as frosh, rosy, and 
Yolicious in flavor a8 whon first put up, 
tional Live-Stock Journal, Chicago. 


Packing Hggs. 


Patont compartment oases,saya the Shipping 
List, holding 40, 49 and 56 doz-n, have come 
into genoral uso for shipping eggs. They 
save broakage, aro oasily handled, and do 
away with the necomity of using hay and 
straw packing which,in warm woather, affects 
tho fresh flavor of the ogg. Sovoral improvo- 
ments have lately boon made in the oompart- 
ment casos, and they are now admitted to bo 
nuporior in evory rospect to tho old-fashioned 
large boxes or barrels. For long distances, 
whore it is inconyoniont to return packages, 
barrola, uf woll hooped, may be used. Not 
more than 65 or 70 dozen should be put into 
barrel. 

Fine cat straw or hay and cloan oats aro 
good matorials for packing oggs, but ohaff 
should never bo used, ‘The packing should 
bo porfootly awoot and dry, ns munty and 
damp material will impart a bad flsvor to 
tho eggs that como long distances, Placo two 
or three inches of tho material at the bottom 
of tho package, then a layor of eggs. with the 
ond towards the side of the package, but not 
touching tho aide by an inch or moro; thou 
nut on povoral jichos of packing, pronring 
nee vontly with a follower—remove all but 
an inch in dopth of the packing and put in 
anothor layor of onge in the samo way as the 
first, taking oare that tho packing ia placed 
botweon tho onda of the eggs and tho side of | 
tho package, and ro continue until the last 
Inyor in in, Which should be covered with at

Hffect of Comfort on the Quality we 
the Milk,” ality of | 

Tho quint and oomfdrt of thecow has much ge 
todo with tho quality of tho milk. Io hot jo 
woathor, the ansoyance produced by flies,and. 22%; 
excitement caused by fighting them, makes 
tho night's milk still poorer than it otherwiee | q 
would be, Chemical analysis has shown « 
groatfalling off of fatin the milk of the same 
cow whon chased by a dog. Any unusual 
excitement of the cow affects the fat in her 
milk, Extromen of heat and cold also affect 
the milk, In a case where cows wont into « 
stream inhot weather, and stood several 
hours in the water above the knoos, thore 
was a falling off of the butter product from 
the samo quantity of milk, ‘Ubis is accounted 
for by the extra food required to keep up tho 
Snimel heat, in consequence of the heat boing 
carried off by the water, 

When we cousidor the fast that milk is 
seoroted from the blood, we can’ readily soe 
tho effect that must be produced by oxcite- 
monton tho neryous system of the cow. In 
& oane occurring in the city of Albany, N. Y., 
where a» nervous cow was milked by a passion: 
ate man, who whipped and otherwise ill- 
treated her at milking, the milk was given to 
a child who had been healthy, but, after 
using this milk, becamo ill and guffored from 
intestinal irritation, followed by a feyer which 
seemed to affect the brain and nervous ays 
tem. This illness was traced directly to the 
mill of this ill-traated cow.— National Live- 
Stock Journal, Chicago,

Feed Dairy Cows Liberally. 

We believe tho dairyman should study how 
he may produce all the food neoossary for his 
cows upon his own farm, and that he should 
make all the provision that an intelligent fore- 
sight condo ; but ho should nover suffer his 
herd to go with deficient food, even for one 
week, for this he cannot afford to do, And 
that we may éncourage him to be liberal, even 
when his pasture is short, and he has no extra 
Rreen food for them, lot us compare tho cost 
of nutriment in some by-product, such as 
bran, cotton seed meal, linseed moal, corn 
meal, &c,, some one of which tho dairyman 
may alwaya find near at hand, with pasauro 
grass, Pasture grass bas about 80 percent. 
of water, and the nutriment in 100 Ibs, of it 
is supposed to be worth 21 cents, Tho nutri- 
ment of 19 Ibe, of fine bran is jast equal to 
100 lbs. of pasture grass; 10 lbs, of cotton- 
acod moal, 12 lbs, of linsoed meal, or 19 Iba. 
of corn meal, is equal to 100 Ibs, of grass. 
Now, 100 Ibs. of pasture grass is a ration for 
an ordinary sized cow por day. It the pas- 
turo then, is short one-third, or one-half, or 
in any other proportion, it is easy to make u) 
this deficiency by feeding some ono or nev! 
of these foods, which are #0 easily handled ; it 
is seldom that more than one-third would havo 
to be fed to make a full ration on short pasture, 
Let us euppose the dairyman to befeeding 7lbs, 
of fine bran ; this at $8 per ton, “Sin cost 
2.8 conta per day,or about 16 cents por week, 
Now, the extra milk per weok produced by 
this bran would mach more than pay the 
cost, If he should feed, instead of bran, 4 
Ibs. of linseed meal, it would cost him abont 
28 conts por week ; or if 34 Ibs. of cotton- 
seed meal, it would cost him 22 cents per 
week ; or 6} lbs. of corn meal, it would cost 
him from 20 to 35 pentane cow, por week, 
1f he has command of all these, let him make 
up a ration nearly as follows :4 Ibs. bran 
Ib, linseed meal, and 14 Ibs. corn meal to 
each cow per day, which will, in’ mbat cases 
cost only 20 cents per week, and will keep a 
generous flow of milk till the fall rains renew 
tho pasture, and then the extra food can be 
discontinued. Wehave known many who 
have used an extra ration similar to this dur- 
ing short pasture, and never found one who 
roported it unprofitable. Tho ration may bo 
varied to suit all circumstances. Corn meal 
will bo found cheap in some localities ; but it 
is always beat to mix somo bran with it ; and 
in most parts of all our broad dairy belt bran 
will be found the choapest oxtra food to make 
up for short pasture,—National Live-Stock 
Journal, Chicago.

The Cost of Beeding Sheep. 


Tho Massachusetts Ploughman, in reply to 
4 correspondent, gives a detailed statement of 
the amount of hay, &c, consumed by a sheep, 
in an ordinary Now England winter of five 
months.

Blasting Stumps.

Then using 4 1) inch auger I placed the oart+ 
ridge in as central a part of tho stump as pos- 
sible, tamping it firmly in with coarse sand or 
brick lust, when I succeeded ingo blasting them 
that many from two to four teet in diameter 
were wholly used for stove wood, and the 
land entiroly frood from them. While pro- 
ceeding with this work I learned that a fow 
milos from my placo dynamite was boing used

Rev. xxi, 21. n 

Our subdjoct speaks ofa great metropolis, the 
existenceof which wo may havedoubted, There 
ins boen a vast immigration into that city, 
but no omigration from it so far as our natur- 
al vision can doscry. ‘*Thoro is no such city,” 
says the undevout astronomer. I have stood 
in high towers with a mighty telosoupe, and 
haye swopt the heavena,and I have soon spots 
on the sun and caverpa on the moon, but no 
towora have ever risen on my vision; no pala- 
cos, no temples, no whining atreet,no massive 
wall, Thoro is no suoh city.” Even very good 
peopls toll me that heaven is not a material 
organism, but a grand spiritual fact, and that 
thé Bible descriptions of it are in all cases to 
bo takon figuratively, L being ia reply to this 
what Christ aaid, and he ought to know: ‘1 
go to prepare’’-not a thoory, not a principle, not 
a sontiment; but'go to prepare a place for you.” 
‘Lhe reaurrcoted body implies this. If my foot 
is to be roformed from tho dust,it must have 
somothing to tread on. If my hand is to be re- 
constructed, it must have something to handle, 
Tf my eyo, having gono out in death, is to be 
rokindled, I must have something to gazo on. 
Your adverse theory seems to imply that 
the rosurrocted body is to be hung on noth- 
ing, or to walk invair, or to float amid the in- 
taugibles, You tell us that if thero bo mate- 
rial organism, then a soul in heavon will be 
cramped and hindered initsenjoyments ; but 
Tanswer, did not Adam and Evo havo plent; 
of room in the Gardon of Kden? Altboug' 
only a fow yards or a few miles would have 
des sribod the ciroumforenco of that place, 
they had ample room, And do you not sup- 
pode that God, in tho immensitics, can baild 
's place lerge enough to give the whole race 
room, eventhough thoro be material organ- 
isms} Ierschel looked into tho heavens,. As 
a Swiss guide pute his alpenstock between 
the glaciers and orosscs over from crag t) 
crag, 80 Herachol planted hia telescope bo. 
tween the worlds acd glided from star to 
star, until he could announce to us that we 
live ina partof the univorso but 
utrown with worlds ; and he peers ow 
immensity until he tinds a region no larger 
than our solar system in which there are 
50,000 worlds moving. And Profosror Lang

Terrible Conflagration, 


The Town of Yate. B. C., Utterly 
Westroyed, 

Vicrorta,B. 0., Aug. 18,—At 8 o'clock this 
afternoon tho principal business block in Yale 
was discovered to be on fire, The tire alarm 
instantly brought almost the entire population 
to the spot, and although desporate offorts 
wore made to check the flames, the building 
became enveloped in the destroying element, 
which now spread rapidly in overy direction, 
but principally up tho river, throatening the 
destruction ot the whole town. ‘Nhe appora- 
tus for the subdual of fires proved uttorly 
inadequate to moct the demands upon it, and 
although buckets, ladders, and all the strong 
hands that could be spared in the anxioty 
which everyone felt for tho aafoty of his own 
house and personal effects, Were brought into 
requisition the furious flames swept onward, 
detying all attempts to even dolay theircourse, 
Tho econo was ono nover to be forgotten. The 
atreots wore filled with women and obildron 
carrying off bedding, farniture,and houschold 
valuables, depositing themin a place conviderod 
tomporarily eafe,only to have to remove them 
pgain to tho water's edge, or up the sido of 
the mountain at the back of thetown, Near- 
ly all the basinets blocks, three hotels, the 
Court House and gaol, and a large numbor of 
dwelling houses have been destroyed. Tho 
firo in ntill raging, and thore is no’ prospect, 
Lorene the tlamos are yet confined to one 
sido of tho main stroot, that any part of the 
town will be saved. What makes the situa- 
tion worse is that fow of the buildings in Yole 
are insured, 

Larer.—The firo has crossed the stroet,and 
is swooping rapidly up the river, ‘Tho scene, 
now that night has ecttled down, is a grand, 
but terrible one, Tho waters of tho Frasor aro

A Letter From a Member of Mis 


warty. 
A Rugged Tmp and a Rough Voy- 
age, 
(From the Winnipeg Times, Aug. 12.) 


A private lottor was received herp youter- 
day trom Goo. H, Mooro, attachod to. Prof, 


Macoun's exploratyry party, now oxploring 
tho coantry in and around the north gnd_ of 
Lake Winnepegoosis, ‘Tho lotter is dated at 
Swan Lako Houeo on.tho twolfth of July and 
has beon nearly a moath on the way hero. Ho 
tates that sinco loaving Winnipsy on the firot 
wook in Juno thoy havo undergony consider. 
able hardships and after leaving Totogan the 
ontiro journey was by wator, Tho weathor 
was for tho most part. vory disagrooablo aud 
addod to the discomforts of the trip, The 
rail on Lako Manitoba was very rough and 
considerable difficulty was oxporionoed ip 
keoping tho provisions out of reach of tho 
Wayeo which wore ruaning very high, Wal. 
tor Dickson bad left, on his way ont ahead of 
tho party, a good boat at Oak Point in which 
they worsto start for the narrows on tho 
Tharwday following, It blow a gale all day 
Wednesday and incroased towarda night to 
such an extent as to almost destroy the boat 
in which they had heon the previous day. 
Tho gals continued noxt day, but Mr, Diok- 
fon was sighted ahoad in tho afternoon, It 
rained at night, which had tho effect of break. 
ing the force of the storm and enabled the 
party to continue their journey to the Nar- 
rows next day. ‘Thoy had to got to the Nar- 
rows a4 soon Ag possible, and with this objsot 
in viow got all the supplies on board a sail 
boat belonging to the Lodian agent at Mani- 
tobia House and started at nine o'clock that 
night, reaching the Narrows at midnight, 
after throo hours sailing, the dixtance being 
only twelve milox, On arrlying there tho 
party found Mr, Dickson waiting for them, 
and ashe was to be their guide for the 
reat +f tho journcy, they felt satiefiod they 
would reach their destination, Kod Door Riv- 
er, atthe head of Lako Winnepegoosls, in 
safety, At the Narrows they had to go to 
bed in house built of logs with only ono 
room in it,in which wero already four Indians 
and three holf-breeds asleep The mombors 
of the party soon mado room, and sproading 
thoir blankets wore not long in gotting to aloop. 
They rose at five next morning and removed 
all the stuff into Mr Dickson's boat, when 
thoy started up the narrows in contiuuance of 
their journey, When they got about a mile 
up, tho wind tommonced to blow right ahead, 
and they wero obliged to go ashore and re 
main all day till syening. At night thoy 
pullod across the Narrows to Stesp Kock Har- 
bor, which is describod as a very protty place. 
Tt seoms to got its name from the fact that all 
aldhig tlie beach stands a wallof rock rising 
perpendicularly to the he ght of from oight to 
tou feet, up out of tho water,and ay the poiat 
is rounded a protty little cove is observed 
sheltered from tho wiod in all directions, with 
very deop water init. ‘Ino fishing ia repre. 
sented as baiog very good there and pike and 
ickerel were caught in abundance with the 
ook and line, The party romained in this 
harbor all day Sunday, and they prononnce 
ita beautiful camping ground. A very good 
opinion of the quality of the land could not 
be had in the vicinity owing to the density of 
tho wood that lined the shore and the flooding 
of much of thy Jand. Any land deacried was, 
however, good, On Monday morning the 
wind Hl whead, but not sufficiently to 
detor them from the journoy,s0 the oars were 
put in tho boat and a pull of 12 milos mado 
to a eacd bar with o fow bushes upon it, they 
took dinner there and concluded to rémain ail 
night. Avcouple of canooy filled with In- 
dions, were scon in the afternoop, and holp- 
od to relleve the monotony of the journey. 
The wind still blew next mornidg ond com- 
polled them to stay till the afternoon, when 
tho oars wore agoin soizod and a journey of 
aix miles accomplished to Cherry Ieland, Tho 
island was full of choke-chorries and was as 
fine a spot au they had yét seon, indood, #0 
fine waa it that they concladed to coat upon 
it for the night, Tho writor roports this tho 
prottiost and most picture:que part of Lake 
Manitoba. On Wednesday morning the wind 
changed to a beam wind, and thoy started on 
their journoy with sailr, but they had not gono 
far whon tho wind subsided to a dead calm and 
tho oars had again to bo resorted to and kopt 
ing till after dinner, Anothor breeze hay- 
ing started the sailw were ogait unfurled, 
carrying us to the head of the lake and to the 
mouth of the Water Hen River, making one 
of the biggest days of the trip, The following 
day somothing novel wax to be experionoed in 
too way of navigation, so they wore SS eLie 
at 3 o'clock to prepare for tho fray, whic! 
concluded at 8 o'clock the same ovoning,after 
thoy, had pulled 12 miles of a river running 
at tho rato of four milos an bour with innum- 
crablo rapids, ‘Tho writvr doscribss thin aa 
the hardost day's work of the trip, taking a 
vix-ton boat up this turbid atroam, They 
camped for the night and rose again next 
morning and mado ¥ix miles moro of thiy 
utroam, when thoy roavbed tho rosidence of 
Mr, Dickson their guide, at 8 p. m,, where 
the party encampod for six days, They moet 
hore Duncan Macdonald on his way to tho 
Narrows, and anothor inan with him destined 
for Wionipog. ‘Tho party mado a frosh etarton 
Wodnosday, the 29th of Juno, and. had’ just 
three miles. more of the Water Hon Kiyer 
to mako bofore reaching Lake Winnipegoosis, 
‘A nico breeze here aprapg up end took them 
to tho walt springs by night. ‘The land along 
tho Wator Honfltiver was oxcollont, and tho 
timbor vory fing, in fact. tho further north 
thoy went the Jand scomed higher and bet 
tor, Frow tho #prings the party get tho first 


glimpse of the Duck Mountains, which loom 
up in tho distance far away to the wost The 
alt in tho springs in very plontiful, and will, 


in thonoar future, doubtlors form an impor: 
tant and remuaoratiye industry, ‘Choro ix an 
abundant supply of fish in tho lake thoro, and 


the Indians uso tho alt to ouro tho firth to 
tide them over tho wintor. 'Thoy were to 
start on the morning of the 12th oP July with 
‘a fine breoze and intended stopping for dionor 
onan island known ax Devil's Toland, which 
dorivea ita name from an old Indian legend, 
of which the partioulers aro not given. Thoy 
arrived at the mouth of Pino River about tho 
middle of the aftdrnoon, and stayed thero all 
night, ‘They found only a couple of Indian 
famnilios there, On waking up noxt morning, 
Dominion Day, they found no wind, and had 
to rosort to tho oars for a distance of fourtoon 
milous, which brought the party to Ouch Bay, 
th sidonco of soven or eight balf-breod famn- 
‘lies, whore thoy camped for tho reat of the 
day and visited » dance at night, On Satur- 
day thoy otart ayain with a bead wind, which 
woon tarns aronnd in their fayor, and aftor 
another good day's run arrive at an island in 
the evening, where thoy go into camp over 
Sunday, On Monday morning tho wind blow a 
atormy galo and they only went ita mile to 
tho mainland for moro wafoty for the boat, Tho 
next day is 9 hardone, but they-puliand asil 


until thoy reach nearly the mouth of Swan 
River, where the oamp 1 pitched for the

Thoy rine next morning at 2:10 oclook and 
about 3:40 made a start with o sido wind. 

They hailed tho little schoonor Hoje at this 
point, whioh was roturning from Swan Lake 
Houso with supplies for tho Hudson's Bay 
Ports, The achoooor took letters from 
mombors of tho party. Shortly after passing 
the achoonor the party -arriyed at the mouth 
of the Swan Riyer early in tho afternoon, 
They found only one (amily or {Indians hore, 
The river is somowhat smaller than the 
Wator Hon alroady roforrod ty but the our. 
rent in wwiftor, An thoy had only to go nix 
miles up this rivor, thoy Toft moat of their 
flour and pork at the month tintil they would 
return, Taking ont part of ths eatgo liphton- 
od tho boat considerably aud facil{ tated the 
ascent of tho river, and notwithstanding this 
fnct it took moat of tho entire day to accom. 
plivh’ the six milos to Swan Lake House, 
where tho party arrived on the 7th July, 
Thoy romained hore until the 13th July, when 
they sgain camo down tho stceam to ‘the 


mouth of the river, whence they intended 
continuing the journey to their destination, 
Swan Lako Houso if ond of the prettiost sina. 
tions that could possibly bo imagined. It in 
nituated on tho cast bank of the river where 
it widous out into the Iske. The Inko is 30 
miles long by ton milos wido, and as you 
stand on the beach in front of the H. B, Fort 
and look up the Ikke, which is dotted hero 
end thoro with islands, the sight is a moat 
heantiful ono, indecd the writer eaya ho nover 
before naw anything to equalit, There aro a 
few Indians and half-broeds around the fort. 
Tho Indians of that locality are ssid to be on- 
tiroly difforont to those on the plains, ‘Thoy 
aro rot half #o indepondent and much moro 
civilized, a fact attributable to their coming 
in contact no much with H. B. officiale, The 
writer pronounces Lake Winaipogoosis aamuch

The Destiny of Canada. 


In an address delivered before the York 
Pioneora at their annual pic-nic on the 17th 
inst., our formor fellow citizen Dr. Wiliam 
Canniff discusses thoqueation of the dostiny 
of Uanada, ‘the learned doctor’s viows 
upon this subject are entitled to much 
respect, as not only is he known as a writer 
of much ability, but as a close student of 
Canadian history, The researches which 
ho was obliged to make for his woll-known 
History of the U. E. Loyalists, together 
with his subsequent observations as to tho 
political sentiments and character of our 
people, peculiarly fit him to treat upon the 
subject mattor ot his address. 

He first condemned the idea of anuex- 
ation to the United States or of s commoer- 
cial union with that country, holding it to 
be impossible, from the unfriendly, dis- 
honest and tricky practices of our neigh- 
bors, that Canada can ever bear any closor 
relations to the United States than sho 
now sustains, except in the way of a Reci- 
procity Treaty. 

On this point he speaks strongly, but 
there is no gainsaying the truth of his state- 
ments. He says: 


Sound constitutional government based 
upon popular ropresontation,a pure judiciary, 
an unsu! it not unequalled systom of 
education available for all, bigh and low, 
whioh we in Canada cojoy, are too much 
valued to place in joopardy by avy theories 
about « continental policy or oven a com: 
mercial union with a people who, whatever 
may be their individual worth of character, 
have nover ceased to be the anrelonting 
enemies of Canada, since tho pay tey drove 
away the devoted band of U, E. Loyalists 
from their homes and property in ordor that 
such might be contiscrted and appropriated 
by an ossontially selfish party who had rairod 

je standard of rebellion, and who by for- 
tuitous circumstances had gained their 
independence, Nothing had been left un- 
done, no stone unturned, no policy nogloctod, 


no misrey tation too great, no docep- 
tion too Sesahee in tho concealment of 
a map by Daniel Webster, whereby a wholo 
atato was from us, with the view of 


strangling an infant ccl ny—to prevent 
its growth, to harass the people b storey 
war in 1812 ; by encoura;ing rebellion 


On| 
us in 1837 ; by fish- aay by dis ae 
ing international laws; by all possible 


means—by small acts, as imposing a duty 
on lobster cans; by groater acta as in the 
brazen-faced effort to avoid paying an in- 
demnity adjudged by arbitration; by so d- 
ing sions to indoctrinate Canadians with 
tho thoory of ‘‘Manifeat Dostiny,” All 
along the one handred yoars of their exint- 
ence the United States as a nation has always 
been unfriendly, frequontly aggressive, some- 
times vindictive, and novor neighborly, 

The Independence idea he dismisses as 
impracticable, for the present at least, 
“Let us wait,’ ho said, ‘* while the country 
in growing and developing sufficiently rap- 
Idly to be healthful. Let us occupy the 
fertile lands in the Northwest which parti- 
zan writers and Yankee agents cannot al- 
ways interfere with. Ixtend and increase 
our foreign trade, already of vast dimen- 
sions. Lot us cultivate the noble principles 
of liberty and patriotism like our Oanadian 
fathers and Loyalist forofathers. Let us 
avail ourselves of the splendid advantages 
nature has provided us with. Let us be 
contented with a natural growth and deyol- 
opment, and not seem to hasten it by a 
Process of forcing the advancement of our 
country ; and then in the fruition of time 
when wo have becomo strong, if tho impo- 
Flal policy and that which our own country 
claims seems to conflict, we may take our 
own way, no doubt with tho blessing of the 
parent country, and as an ally to aid her in 
the groat workintended forthe Anglo-Saxon 
race. But at present such a step would be 
hazardous. It would bo galling to the Ca- 
nadians to exist by the favor of the United 
States ; yot no doubt England would guar- 
antoo us from any aggrossivo steps our lifo 
enomy might wish to take. Still it would 
be an unenviable lot to exist dependently 
upon even a mothor’s powor after separa- 
tion.” 

Imperial Confederation was open to us, 
but ite practicability the doctor considered 
doubtful, and ho considered that a contin. 
uation of our presont relations was the most 
advisable course, building up a great north- 
ern nation, and leaving it to the future to 
determine whether Canada shall become 
independent or a portion of a confedorated 
empire. 

Dr. Osnnifi’s address was oloquent and 
forcible, and worthy of his reputation,

the comforts possible. The line is an old 
and fayorite ono and has in operation over 
1,000 miles of railwey. The General Ticket 
Agent Mr. H. 0. Wentworth, at Chicago, 
is one of the oldest officers on the line ana 
doseryedly popular with those with whom 
ho is associated, Mr. John A. Grier, for- 
merly of Belleville, holds the responsible 
position of General Freight Agent of the 
line, and still retains kindly remembrances 
of his old Grammar School friends and gives 
& hearty welcome to his old comrades from 
Belleville that would be hard to repay. 
But what can wo say of Ohicago, of its halt 
6 million of inhabitants, tho Chicago of the 
great firo, of which the residents never tire 
of talking, and the boundaries of which 
will be pointed out to the stranger a dozen 
times a day! Exactly ten years haye 
Passed since the groat firo devastated and 
laid waste alinovt the entire bosinoss por- 
tion of tho city, but, Phonix like, it has 
risen in majosty from tho fiery blow that 
would have crushed a place of lesa internal 
energy, and to-day scarce a vestige remains 
of the work of the fire fiend, Wo have not 
the space to spond much timo in describing 
tho groat contro of the West, with its teom. 
ing thousands, its great olovators ond its 
never resting spirit of enterprise. One of 
the pointe of greatest attraction in Chicago 
to the tourlat is its water works, whore pon.

from tho bottom of Lako Michigan through 
a tunnol that ponotraton tho lako to a» dine 
tanoe of throo milos, Thoso who have 
noyor visitod the Chamber of Commerce 
will tind that building woll worthy of in- 


spoction, Itis hero that tho vast grain

ongage in the game of bulling the market 
up or boaring it down ; it is hero that #0 
many of our ahrowd business mon of Bullo- 
villo oxpootod by waya that aro dark to 
“not thoir pilo,” and how they succeeded is 
recorded in the Book of Jack-obitos. 
Now York boasts hor Contral Park and 
other amaller parks, but Chicago parks are 
both numerous, largo, and grand, ‘Thore 
are soven large parka for driving outside 
tho city limits in different directions, 
Thoao are now being connected by a system 
of boulevards, which will, when completed, 
mako a roadway of 40 miles that will 
doubtless bo tho finost drive in tho world, 
A yisit to Chicago ia not completo without 
a visittotho stock yards and slaughter 
houses, Through tho kinduoss of our old 
friend, Mr, Ellis R. Bonjamin, I was on- 
abled to have a good viow of these impor- 
tant industries, Tho stock yards cover 
345 acros of land, about six miles out of 
tho city, and are easily reached by stroot 
car, It is horo that tho yaat herds ot cattle 
of the west and south-weat aro brought and 
handled. The yards combine every cason- 
tial which makes them popular, succossful 
and conveniont. The immense quantity of 
water to supply this catublishment is fur- 
nishod from five artosian wolls, which sug- 
gosta the practicability of such a water 
supply for our own vity. Tho yards wore 
founded in the year 1865, and Inst your the 
roovipts were ; 1,381,397 cattle, 7,000,194 
hog, 335,810 sheop, and 10,473 horses, 
The total value of stock passing through 
tho yards for the past year was $153,007,- 
026, 

Adjoining the stock yards are soversl 
immonso packing-houses. To the farmor 
acoustomed to chasing a hog around a ton 
nore lot to catch it whilst the water is hoat- 
ing, a visit to the slaughter house would 
show easily a pig can be caught and 
killed whon proper machinery ia in use, In 
the Armour packing house, which woe visit- 
ed, the hogs are driven into apon, whore a 
chain is attached to a hind leg of a pig by 
aman standing in tho pen, and as fast on 
the chain is attached the hog is lifted clear 
of the floor, when he is run along a pulley 
to the slaughtering trough, where a man 
stands, who, with unorring doxterity, 
‘*naticke” tho hogs as thoy pass him in 
quick succeesion. The blood runs into a 
trough as tho hog passes along to the hot 
water trough, where one hog after another 
is dropped and moved along to the furthor 
end, whore iron fingers lift him from the 
trough and dump him on tho cleaning 
table. A hook ik there quickly attached 
from his nose to an ondless chain, and the 
carcase passes through a scraping machine, 
which takes off most of the hair. It then 
passes to other hands who complote the 
cleaning, disemboweling, outting up and 
packing. When in full blast thoy kill and 
pack in this establishment 16,000 hogs per 
day, besides thousands of cattle annually, 
which are as expeditiously killed, out up 
and packed on the floor below. Tho oatab- 
lishment employs 2,500 hands. 

When in Chicago we met Mr. H. A, 
Grier, to whoso kindness we are indebted 
for many of our ploasaut memories of the 
city. We also found our old friend Mr. A, 
L. Bogart, doing o thriving businoss on 
Franklin Street. 

SUNDAY IN GHICAGO. 


At this eoason of tho yoar most of the 
churches in Chicago are closed, and the 
people flock to tho parks and other places 
of amusement on Sunday, the street cara 
being crowded with excursions to the coun- 
try. Inthe evening tho theatres aro in 
full blast, billiard rooms and beer gardens 
do o thriving business within view of the 
passing public on the principal stroots, 
which are a blaze of light to attract the 
feet of the youth to from tho path of virtue. 
Leaving Shicayo inthe evoning by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St, Paul road, the 
tourist loses many rights of interest during 
the night, but wfter broakfastiog at La 
Crosse, o city of 16,000 inhabitants, we 
s00n croas the Missiasippi River, which we 
follow the greater part of tho way to St. 
Paul. Tho acenery along the river cannot 
bo beaten on the continent, as you rapidly 
roll along with bold blufts to your left, and 
to your right the broad and shallow Missis- 
sippi as it sparkles in tho morning aun, 
dotted as it is with numerous islands, 
its shifting sands pooping out hero 
and there showing where dangor lies, 
and its many stern whoeled steamers 
as they push along, not tow, groat 
rafts of timber, logs and freight boats. 
The tourist will oxperionco new sensations 
of delight as cach promontory is paased, 
and even New York mon say that no view 
in the east can equal tho rido up tho Miosig- 
sippi,a demonatrative New Yorker near mo 
remarking that the view ‘laid right over 
tho yiow of tho famous Hudson two or 
three times.” You can travel 4,000 miles 
over the line of tho Chicago, Milwaukoo 
and St. Paul road, through Llinois, 
Wisconsin, fowa, Minnesota and Dakota, 
without doubling on your tracks. It is

T was born on # rough Connocticut farm 
on which broeding and selling wtock of all 
Aosoriptions, from hens to horses, was « busi. | 
and had carly oxperioncos in that occu. 
pation orking and doing what I could to 
improve stock and farm until noar my major. 
ity. In the Fall of 1829 I camo to this city 
and engaged in meroantilo puranits, and in 
1845 I purchased # farm mostly located in 
this city. Fromtbat time to tho. prosont I 
havo givon much care and attention to tho 
improvoinert of lands and animals, I havo 
bred and sold since then more than an averago 
of 50 head of osttle and horses a year, and if 
I do not know something about thom I must 
havo been adullecholar, Thold thin principle 
truo io breeding dairy stock, that the best 


cow ia the one that gives the richost and larg: 
ent quantity of milk on am given quantity of 
feed, other things being equal; color and 
fanoy points are secondary, not to be entirely 
ignored, for condition, color, and beauty of 
Appearance have mdro or less influence with 
fending the judgmont with rogard to animal 
life, believe in-and-in breeding, aa ad- 
vooatod by macy brecders, to bo a fallacy, 
nnd that the proper mixture of two food 
bloods in the right way to obtain the highest 
type of animal, 

‘To brood the best cows for all purposes,from 
butter to beef, is to snlect tho largest milkors. 
From Ayrahiros, crows with a ¢! horoughbred 
Joraey ball from tho boat milk strain possible; 
tho first calf will, of cours, be half of each 
blood ; cross  necond time with Jersey bull, 
not related, and you have a cow three-qtarters 
Jersoy and one quarter Ayrah re, and, if you 
please, continues to cross in this way until 
thero be but tho smallest fraction of the orig- 
inal blood of the same, Theso cows with mo 
havo proved invariably tho best. Thoy have 
largor udders and toats, are more hardy than 
thoroughbred Jerseys, and yield more miik of 
equal quality, 

1t is a woll-ostablishod fact that tho Jorsoy 
bull always transmits the ‘rich property of 
milk into whatever breed ho serves, ‘To sus- 
tain my opinion I will place ono or more of 
my croas-broeds, of the same age, in the 
hands of any fair, disinterested gentleman 
aa teat, for 10 consecutive days, against any 
thoronghbred Jersey heifer, or cow, or any 
breeder in New England. I care not what 
particular strain of thu. blood sho has, from 
tho Alphoa to Coomassie, a descendant of 
Taintor's importation vf 1850, or Kent's of 
1881; weigh the heifers or cows, weigh the 
fond, care and food to be alike, in proportion 
to weight of animals, and if my cross-breeds 
do not yield as much batter, pro rata, totheir 
weight aud feod, I will pay tho testing ex- 
ponses, and contribute $100 for a special 
pepen at tho coming World’s Fair to bo 

ald in Boston, for the bost cow oxhibited 
thero of auy breed, or vice versa, The same 
conditions shall apply to my opponent.’

by referonce to the excellent traits of their 
ancestry’ Tho American Jersey Cattio 
Club organization, as near a close corporation 
ag id powsi with its favoritism in making 
add uamaking rales to tax outeide breeders 
and parchasers of Jerseys, docs less than this 
—they only, after long delay and by the uso 
of an uckoown quantity of vory rod tape, give 
you the numbers, up to tens of thousands, at 
a feo of $3 each and trimmings, of simon pure 
thoroughbre? cows; and I hazard the opinion 
that more than half of thom there recorded 
will not give an average of 10 quarts of milk 
daily, or make one pound of butter per day 
for three months ; but the buyor is pleased in 
being the owner of a cow recorded on that 
giltodgod register, with its practical sccreta- 
ry, who #0 successful manoged Ogdon Farm, 
No wosder that purohavzers are found for» 
coarse, vicious, ordinary looking black bull 
like Polonius, at $4,510, and a more ordinary 
looking 33 year old Jersoy cow ht $3,000; they 
wero of the Alphos craz9 strain of blood, So 
wero tho $40,000 straia of Short-horn Dachoss 
blood a few yeara ago. Down with such wild- 
cat theories, and give us good blood at fair 
prices and loss humbug. You may buy gold 
too doar an woll as shoddy or Jerseys, The 
Short horn craze had its day, but tho yreat 
benefit to the country was the crossing of the 
bulls with our different breeds, and so inoreas- 
ing tho boof production. The Jeracy blood is 
now going through a similar delusion, but will 
in tho ond, by judicious croasing of the good 
Jorscy bulla on ail the difforent broeds of dairy 
cows in this country, add more to the value 
of our dairy prodacts than hayo tho Short- 
born balls to the beef supply.—Thonas Fitch, 
in N. ¥. Times.

Dryino Frowxrs 1x Sanp.—'lo dry flowers 
properly in sand, dishes sufliciently deep to 
permit tho flowers to be covered at least an 
inch with sand should be procured. While 
toouring-sand will suit’; lay it half an inch 
deep in the dish. Place your fiowers, stem 
downwards, in this sandy lsyer and sprinkle 
sand ovor them till all the petals are filled 
and the blossoms quite covered. It is well 
to hold them firmly while sprinkling them, so 
as to insure a complete dusting. ‘Iho opera- 
tion over place the dish ina warm and dry 
situation, In about a week you may examioe 
the flowers, but some flowers will require a 
much longer time than others. Should there 
be any trace of moisture in tho dish at the 
first inspection, dry the sand bofore using it 
Again, or use now sand. This is a very much 
botter way to dry flowers than pressing thom 
out. They aro by this method kept in ahapo, 
their colors are preserved, and may be retain- 
ed even for yeare. Bright flowers such as 
gersniums, carnations, pinks, pansies, gladioli, 
etc., aro particularly adapted to this mothod, 
White flowers will not answer, nor will the 
plan succeed with succulent plants—as hya- 
cinths ; but feros will asswer very well cor 
this treatment.

ing Wheel, and ia located on the Oregon side 
of tho Columbia Rivor, about a mile and a 
half below the Cascades, The device consists 
of s jotty of rocks built out from a point on 
the shore of the river, outside of which is a 
plaoked sluicébway, in which an undershot 
whool with large tank buckets revolves. Tho 
aluicowsy was built when the river was at 
its lowost stage of water, nnd the wheel is 
hung #o that it can be raised or lowered, as 
may be desired, according to the stage of tho 
wator, ‘Tho instinct of the salmon is to ran 
up the rivor alongside of the banks instead of 
midchannel, By this the fish can take advan- 
tage of the eddies below jatting points of 
Inod. On thero proj ctivng points the Indians 
have from time immemorial taken salmon iu 
largo numbers by useing dip uote. The jetty 
built out from the poiat above named makes a 
large and longer slack water bebind it, and 
salmon rounding the pciot iueh into the aluice- 
way to get uptho rivor, Inthe sluiceway, 
the whoel, which revolves ia tho curront, is 
gauged soasto sweep within a foot of the 
bottom, and.tho salmon are secoped up in the 
tanks or buckets, which latter lot out tho 
wator as they ascend, On the wheel doacend- 
ing the fish are thrown out into a trough or 
guttor, loading to a pon below, where they re- 
main until teken away to bo canned, Tho ar- 
raugomont of the rluice, whol, otc., isa most 
successfal ong, tho catoh of sdul: salmon, 
which are the only ones canned, running from 
1,600 to 4,000 per day, Thoro is virtually no 
oxponso in taking tho firh save in attending 
to the pen. 

Ao the fishormon who take the salmon in 
boats in the lowor Columbia rivor demand 
and reovive from 50 to 90 conta por fish from 
the cannories, one can roadily imsgino what 
& vaot profit th sof tho whoel makes to 
tho cannory connected with it. In faot, if 
the uso of this whool incrosses on tho Uppor 
Columbia river the cannorica located pvar 
Astoria and all others who depond on boat 
fishing will either havo to givo up business 
or run ata loss from reduction in prico of 
canned salmon, Whilo their rivals will got 
rich, hore aro about 3,000 mon omployed 
in tho boats aud making nots for aalmon on 
the Columbia river, which the gonoral uso of 
the wheel will throw out of work, and, at the 
uame timo the permanont plant of tho cannor- 
onsi ting of piors and buildings, ostimat- 
m 000, will bicomo worth.

There can be no disputing the fact, that 
pure wholesome water is an absolute necessity 
to the hoalth and comfort of every community 
and it is a standing disgrace to our City, that 
no effurt has beoa put forth to that end, whon 
at this prosont moment nearly three-fourths 
of the people of the Vity have an inadequate 


supply. 

Hea itcome to this, Mr. Editor—that it 
requires a dovastating fire or pestilence to 
swoep over tho City of Belloyitle before those 
whose duty it is to act in. the premises, oan 
be induced to take tho first stop forward 
wards consummating this desirable object ? 

It would almoat seem to bo the case, and I 
for ono teador you my thanks, for the manly 
and straight-forward way that you bave 
taken up tho subject, and I trust that you 
will not rolax your offorts, until this matter 
has not only been acted on, but until it has 
become an acoomplishod fact. 

It will be within tho recollection of your 
roadors, that I called the attention of the City 
Council pointedly to this question, in my 
official capacity in January 1880, and again in 
January 1881 in my address to the Council, 
on taking the chair as its presiding officer,and 
that on several occasions since, I lave re- 
minded and urged the Council to take action 
toward furnishing a water supply. 

I havo oo desire to accuse the Chairman of 
tho Water a Comumnitteo of 1880, or the 
presont Chai: n of that Committeo, of any 
intentional discourtesy towards myself in this 
mattor, but Ido say that whon the hoad of a 
municipality in his official ospacity rocom- 
monds a matter of auch vital importance as 
a wator-supply is acknowledged to be in Belle- 
ville—that his recommondation is at loast en- 
titled to the consideration cf that Committee 
and a report to the Council. l 

I may bo right or | may be wrong in advo- 
cating the outlay consequent upon putting 
down ono artesian well in Belloville as a test. 
This can only be demonstrated by an actual 
tost, and when tested, if it proves a failure, 
we havo only lost the amount expended ; but 
if it should prove a success—as it has in many 
places whore it has been tried—who can osti- 
mato the value of a wator supply so cheaply 
obtained ! , 

Tagroo with you, Mr. Editor, that Profos- 
sor Bell is bigh authority upon this point, aad 
that bis opi ton is ontitled to full considera- 
tion ; and I trust that this importsnt quest'on 
will bo fully discussed not oly by him, but 
by others, tothe end that the best possible 
scheme may be dovisod for au adequate sup- 
ply of pure} water. 5 

Many cities and towns might bo namod 
which ore fully supplied with the very pures} 
of water by the artesian woll system, and the 
conditions being very similar to our own (at 
least in some of tham, to my own porsonal 
knowledge), 1 pally do not see why we may 
not anticipate equally favorable results. 

The objection intimated in your article to 
unwholesoma wator having been obtained in 
various places, in the ordiuarily shallow wolla 
of tho city, I do not think would hold good in 
the case of artoxiau wells, av itis well known 
that water souglis for by this systom,can only 
be obtained deop down into earth, bolow 
and through tho strata of limestone,and genor- 
ally well down into thesand rock. But in 
case of impurities —as you suggest—the mo- 
dorn syatem of tubing and shutting out moy- 
thing of a deloterious nature would be resort- 
od to, and would prove a full answer to that 
objection.

Water. 
Tho Mayor's lotter on the subject of the 
city’s wator supply ia sensible, practical and 
to the point. We agroo with Mr. Patterson 
that the Oouncil should havo considered 
tho suggestions on the subject which he 
mado to thom in his inaugural addresses of 
thia and the preceding year, and at othor 
times in the Council. Now, however, that 
the attention of our municipal rulers has 
boon called to the matter, and whilat tho 
utter inadequacy of the supply is severely 
felt in all: parts of the city, we think that 
somothing practical will be done. 

The cost of bringing the waters of tho 
Oak Hill pond--should a practical test show, 
as wo haye no doubt it would, that that 
natural reservoir would yield a sufficient 
supply —would be groater than the munici- 
pality would be inclined to incur at present. 
Of course the interest on the outlay could 
bo mot by a water rate; but still it would, 
we think, bo advisable to first make an at- 
tempt to secure a supply by means of an 
artesian well. 

Tt has boon stated that the necossary bor- 
ing could be made for a sum not to exceed 
$600.
